A number of residents appeared 
before the Council Tuesday eve¬ 
ning to request that Falrvlew 
Ave. be paved. Dr. R. C. Simp¬ 
son, Mrs. Norozny and Ralph 
Valencia spoke on the subject and 
stated that this is one of the few 
streets which have not been thus 
improved and now that Sunnysido 
is being paved, it should be the 
ideal time to do the work. Sev¬ 
eral times. It has appeared that 
the paving would be done but for 
one reason or another it was 
never started. It is contended 
that it is very dusty, the street 
Is only one block long and is 
higher on the north side which 
causes much water in time of 
rain on the south side. Inasmuch 
as paving equipment will be on 
the ground for the Sunnyslde 
work, it would simplify matters 
to have the whole done. Ttie 
matter was referred to Council¬ 
man Schiltz, head of the street 
committee. 

A communication from Jas. C. 
Harbin, 455 E. Sierra Madre 
Blvd., objected to a rifle range 
being established in the lower 
part of Bsdley Canyon, as he has 
purchased a lot near there with 
a view to building a home, and 
selected the spot because of its 
solitude. He suggested that the 
rifle range be located on thd city 
dump or some other place farther 
from his site. 

Auditor W. R. Wright was 
hired for another year to audit 
the city’s books, at a cost of $125 
a quarter. 

Chief McMillan reported that 
the Humane Society is willing to 
make another contract as dog 
catcher but it was decided to give 
the dog owners another chance to 
keep objectionable canines off the 
rt’^ets and other people’s prop¬ 
erty end their barks muffled, so 
the propoeltion was tabled for a 
month. 

Councilman Reynolds reported 
that the Recreation Commission 
has organized and is planning to 
form soft-ball teams at the school 
grounds for older children and 
adults. They plan to use the 
City Park two nights a week and 
the first one will be next Tues¬ 
day evening, July 17. They hope

It was an 
open day at the hospital and over 
a thousand peopla came to the 
lounge to see the exhibit.

No Forest Lightning Fires 

With 20 lightning strikes re¬ 
ported in the Angeles National 
Forest since Sunday, the Forest 
Service and the Los Angeles 
County sheriffs have completed 
an airplane reconnals.sance trip 
over the area to spot fires which 
may have resulted from these 
strikes. 

Virgil C. Shoemaker, central 
fire dispatcher for the forest, who 
went on the trip, reported that 
no blazes or smokes were spotted 
from the air. All lightning 
strikes. In the forest, however, 
leave potential forest fires In 
their wake, he pointed out. 'The 
fires sometimes smolder for sev¬ 
eral days before coming to a 
real blaze. 


The Forestry Department has 
asked for Boy Scout assistance 
which we believe Bov Scouts will 
be anxious to avail themselves 
of, for it is training in Walkie- 
Talkie Radio operations. Last 
week two boys from the Explorer 
Troop. Ray Hlnkley and Redman 
Smythe with their councilor, 
Luke Gervais, reported at the 
Arcadia Station for the first in¬ 
troduction to the work. 

This is an opportunity for boys 
around 16 years of age to do a 
great service for the local moun¬ 
tain areas and Southern Califor¬ 
nia. 'These young men are to be 
trained to handle the communi¬ 
cations line for fire fighting and 
emergencies. Such as accidents 
plane crashes, etc. 'They will keep 
contact with the radio station 
workers.

Sierra Madre Blvd. The next 
training will be Monday evening, 
July 16th when the boys wMll go 
to the U. S. Forestry Station.

Dependents’ Rights and 
Benefits 

'Dependents are defined to be 
wife, widow, children under 18 
years of age, and dependent par¬ 
ents. 

They are entitled to certain 
lights and benefits as follows: 

Compensation — To wife and 
children while husband is In ser¬ 
vice. 

Emplo 3 rment—Special attention 
and assistance is given by the 
XT.S.E.S. to members of Veterans’ 
families .seeking employment. 

Pensions—When a member or 
former member of .the Armed 
Service dies of a service-connect¬ 
ed disability, his dependents may 
file claim for pension. Ih certain 
instances when the death is not 
due to service-connected disabil¬ 
ity application may be made for 
a pension. 

Six Months Death Gratuity— 
When a member of the Armed 
Forces dies while In service, not 
a.s a result of his own miscon¬ 
duct, dependents are entitled to 
cash payments equal to six 
months' pay and to any back pay 
which may be due him. 

A sum not exceeding $100 for 
the burial of any honorably dis¬ 
charged Veteran may be allowed. 
The Veteran Is also eligible for 
burial In a National Cemetery. 

Social Security Benefits- These 
benefits may accrue from former 
civilian employment. 

American Red Cross Home Ser¬ 
vice—Special consideration, finan¬ 
cial and personal. Is given to 
Veterans’ dependents. 

Disabled Dependents—In any 
State having a Rehabilitation 
Agency a disabled dependent of 
employable age may secure train¬ 
ing to prepare for a Job. 

NOTE—Consult the appropriate 
member of the Sierra Madre Vet¬ 
erans’ Advisory and Service Com¬ 
mittee for further information 
and assistance.

How to Use Garden Trellises. 

A subject of controversy among 
vegetable growers is whether trel- 
lising pays. Many commercial gar¬ 
deners feci it docs not. 

But for the average Victory Gar¬ 
dener working a small backyard 
plot, there exists no reason for fail¬ 
ing to trellis vine-like plants. The 
cost of erecting a sturdy support is 
nominal; and the work can easily 
be completed in a few hours. 

An import.Tnt factor In favor of 
trellising is that it insures clean 
harvests. The amateur derives 
great pleasure from picking his 
own crops at home. If the vege¬ 
table! are dirty or misshapen, this 
harvesting job is decreased. Fur- 
thcr, a dirty crop always takes 1 the damp earth.

When vines grow up in the air, 
it becomes more difficult for in¬ 
sects to carry on destruction. 
Snails and worms are surface 
creepers to a large extent; al¬ 
though they do climb up on the 
foliage, it’s much easier for them to 
cat food right off the ground. 

Rains may damage a crop lying 
on the ground more than one 
grown on a trellis. An example is 
the tomato. After a heavy rain, the 
ground ■ may stay wet for quite 
some time. That side of the tomato 
resting on the soil often decays

During warm weather plant mor¬ 
tality reaches high proportions. One 
of the greatest obstacles to plant 
growth is crust formation on the 
surface of the soil. This arises 
from complete exposure to the sun. 
a condition greatly aggravated 
whenever the ground is at all moist. 

A friable soil, slightly damp, may 
be transposed in just a few hours 
of direct sunlight to an impenetra¬ 
ble crust that may be cracked only 
with a pickaxe. Against such in¬ 
surmountable difOculties you can 
see what scant chance a tiny seed¬ 
ling has of pushing its head above 
the soil. 

A mulch will minimize this prob- 
le.n during the summer season. 
There are many different types of 
material that may be utilized, in¬ 
cluding leaf mold, peat moss, straw 
and even bits of tom newspaper. 
Shade provided under a lath will 
also be worthwhile. Many com¬ 
mercial growers cover the seed bed 
with sections of old burlap or sack¬ 
ing. 

The sacking is stretched across 
the surface of the seed bed and 
wetted down thoroughly. It chcclu 
evaporation and prevents the ioH 
from caking. Remember, this hat 
value only up to the time that 
seedlings show above die gi^>M;
